This  of  course  chan¬ 
ges  the  oppKMition  from  opinions,  to  men,  and  ne¬ 
cessarily  brisgs  with  it  all  that  “  vain  jangling,” 
which  must  ever  occur  in  connection  with  the  at¬ 
tempt  to  arraign  men  upon  indefinite  charges. 
Trifles  are  magnified— explanations  not  heard— 
more  and  more  strict  tests  of  qrthodoxy  are  pro- 
po.sed — heresy  is  found  in  almost  every  look  of 
the  new  school  theologians.  •

One  of  the  peculiarities  of  this  Church  i#  the 
definition  given  of  Episcopacy,  viz.  ‘We  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  highest  spiritual orderwhich  Christ 
established  in  the  primitive  Church  is  compre¬ 
hended  in  the  priestly  office,  and  that  what  is  un¬ 
derstood  by  the  office  of  a  bishop  is  merely  an  ex¬ 
tension  of  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  to  one  alrea¬ 
dy  in  priests’  orders,  agreeably  to  an  election  on 
the  part  of  the  clergy  and  members  of  foe 
Churches  over  whom  he  may  be  chosen  to  pre¬ 
side.’ 

A  second  peculiarity  is,  the  facility  afforded 
for  scriptural  unity  to  the  clergy  and  ministers  of 
all  denominations  holding  in  substance  to  the 
doctrine  before  laid  down,  as  no  interference  will 
be  exercised  with  their  peculiar  discipline  or  go¬ 
vernment;  nor  is  any  subscription  required  on 
the  pa^t  of  the  people.

The  law 
clearly  made  known  to  us ;  hut  respecting 
purposes  of  God,  beyond  the  mere  met  of  their 
existence,  we  can  know  but  little ;  and  the  litllo 
we  do  know  was  not  revealed  that  it  might  hr. 
made  the  rule  of  our  conduct.  Long  before  Ui^ 
death  of  Saul,  God  revealed  to  David  his  deter¬ 
mination  that  this  proud  and  envious  monarcli 
should  be  destroyed  ;  but  David  did  not,  on  this 
account,  feel  authorized  to  destroy  him.  The 
law  of  God  required  him  to  treat  Saul  with  re¬ 
spect  ami  kindness;  and  with  the  purposes  of 
God  respecting  him,  David  had  nothing  to  do. 
God  would  himself  take  care  of  them.  God  re¬ 
vealed  to  Jeremiah  his  determination  to  destroy 
the  Jewish  city  and  temple;  but  Jeremiah  did 
not  feel  authorized,  on  this  account,  to  join  the 
Babylonians  in  the  work  of  destruction.  The 
distinction  here  illu.strated,  between  the  law  and. 
the  purposes  of  God,  is  one  of  great  practical 
importance — one  which  cannot  be  confounded  or 
lost  sight  of,  in  the  daily  occurrences  of  life, 
without  perpetual  hazard.

Especially  are  they  troubled  because  tinners  are  taught 
that  they  are  truly  and  responsibly  rAle  to  do  what  God 
commands  them  to  do,  on  pain  of  death  eternal,  if  they  do 
not  obey.  W e  are  glad  to  find  that  in  the  following  article, 
and  one  we  copied  a  few  weeks  ago,  the  editor  of  the  Con¬ 
necticut  Observer  has  shaken  hands  with  some  of  these 
courteous  writers  in  “The  Presbyterian.” 

The  editor  of  the  Presbyterian  say.s  his  cor¬ 
respondent  did  not  intend  by  this  term  to  include 
“  foe  sound  divinity  of  New  England” — but  on¬ 
ly  some  kind  of  heresy  which,  it  seems,  is  preva¬ 
lent  in  this  quarter.

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THE  NECESSITY  OP  REVIVALS 

TO  PERrETVATE  OUR  CIVIL  &  RELIGIOUS  IKSTITUTIOKS.

The  government  of  God  is  the  only  govern¬ 
ment  which  will  hold  society,  against  depravity 
within  and  temptation  without ;  and  this  it  must 
do  by  foe  force  of  its  own  law  written  upon  the 
heart.  This  is  that  unity  of  the  Spirit,  and  that 
I  bond  of  [%ace  which  alone  can  perpetuate  na¬ 
tional  purity  and  tranquillity — that  law  of  univer¬ 
sal  and  impartial  love  by  which  alone  nations 
can  be  kept  back  from  ruin.  There  is  no  safety 
for  republics  but  in  self  government,  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  a  holy  heart,  swayed  by  the  govern 
ment  of  God. 

But  even  these  principles  of  national  conserva¬ 
tion,  to  avail,  must  become  immensely  more  ex¬ 
tensive  and  operative  than  they  have  been  or 
are ;  for  it  is  not  foe  church  which  is  to  govern 
the  world,  but  the  world  must  become  Christian 
and  govern  itself.  There  is  as  much  liberty  in 
self  government,  according  to  the  laws  of  Christ, 
as  in  self  government,  accxirding  to  foe  laws  of 
the  Devil ; — as  much  free  agency  and  republica¬ 
nism  in  holiness,  as  in  vice  and  irreligion.  The 
renovating  power  must  then  operate  on  greater 
masses  of  mind,  than  it  ever  has  done.  It  must 
move  onward  in  the  work  of  mercy  more  rapid¬ 
ly,  more  simultaneously,  through  towns,  and  ci¬ 
ties,  and  states,  and  natidhs.  It  was  by  such  pow¬ 
erful  and  simultaneous  changes  of  character  that 


there  is  nc  effectual  safeguard,  but  in  such  copi¬ 
ous  revivds,  as  will  bring  out  in  the  community 


around  them  a  tone  of  evangelical  sentiment  and 
feeling,  which  will  not  permit  them  to  retrograde, 
— a  public  feeling  and  judgment  and  taste,  which 
will  render  learned  dullness  intolerable,  and  the 
glittering  eloquence  of  words,  without  thought 
and  weight,  contemptible.

It  IS  true,  on  tlie  other,  that  he  does  himseit 
invite,  and  he  authorizes  and  requires  his  minis¬ 
ters  to  invite,  all  men  to  partake  of  foe  water  of 
life  freely.  Whatever  else  is  false,  these  things 
are  undoubtedly  true.  And  whether  ’cc  can  re^ 
concile  them  or  not,  in  the  view  of  God  they  are, 
beyond  all  question,  harmoniously  consistent. 
Consequently,  it  is  an  abuse  of  these  doctrines, 
lo  array  them  one  against  the  other.  It  is  an 
abuse  of  God’s  invitations  fo  array  them  against 
his  purposes ;  and  it  is  an  abuse  of  his  purposes 
to  array  them  against  his  invitations.  The  mi¬ 
nister  of  God’s  word  is  liound  to  urge  the  invita¬ 
tions  and  motives  of  the  gospel  with  as  much 
impros-sion  and  power,  and  with  as  little  check 
and  embarras-snient  of  any  kind,  as  tliough  God 
had  made  and  revealed  no  determination  respect¬ 
ing  the  final  salvation  of  men.  The  Apostles 
•seem  to  have  felt  no  embarras.sment  in  going  out 
into  all  the  world  and  preaching  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,  from  any  views  which  they  en¬ 
tertained  respecting  the  purposes  of  God ;  and 
whenever  religious  teachers  now  feel  embarrass¬ 
ments  of  this  sort,  they  may  be  sure  that  they 
have  departed  from  the  ground  of  the  Apostles, 
and  do  not  hold  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.

hy  observation  than  this.  Revivals,  in  their  ori¬ 
gin  and  progress,  are  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spi¬ 
rit,  in  connection  with  human  instrumentality. 


Whenever  Christians  are  so  faithful  in  prayer 
and  effort,  that  God  can  consistently  revive  his 
work,  he  does  it.  When  they  are  characterized 
by  unbelief,  apathy  and  inaction,  he  withholds 
or  withdrawsthe  reviving  influences  of  his  Spi¬ 
rit  ;  and  ceases  to  multiply  his  mighty  works. 

There  are  many  specific  causes,  which  ope¬ 
rate  to  suspend  or  terminate  revivals.  Among 
these  may  oe  mentioned  the  expectation  of  Chris¬ 
tians  who  are  favored  with  a  revival,  that  the 
work  will  decline.  This  expMtation  originates  in 
their  unbelief ;  in  their  becoming  tired  oflhe  work 
on  account  of  foe  prayer,  effort,  and  selMenial, 
required  to  sustain  it ;  in  their  fearful  apprehen¬ 
sions  that  trials  and  divisions  may  result  from  its 
continuance ;  in  circumstances,  which  tend  to  di¬ 
vert  public  attention  from  the  work,  which  are 
peculiarly  unpropitious ;  and  in  many  things  of 
similar  nature  and  tendency. 

The  influence  of  this  expectation  is  very  per¬ 
nicious  and  powerful. 

1.  It  prevents  Christians  from  praying  in  faith, 
for  the  continuance  of  the  revival. 

When  Christians,  who  are  favored  with  a  re¬ 
vival,  indulgq  the  apprehension  that  it  must  and 


sufficent  zeal  to  atone  for  their  offence  against 
foe  tnth,  in  having  received  any  of  them  to  fa¬ 
vor.  They  must  certainly  regard  this  as  a  great 


be  made  to  grow  too  hmk — the  principles,  which 
of  all  others  have  most  obstructed  vital  Christian¬ 
ity,  settiqg  the  world  on  fire  without,  and  exci¬ 
ting  the  most  unyielding  controversy  within  till 
foe  Christian’s  dying  day,  are  all  the  way  from 
childhood  up  studiously  cultivated.  Unless  this 
unhallowed  fire  can  be  put  out,  instead  of  being 
kindled,  in  the  progress  of  our  national  education, 
we  are  undone.  What  wonder  is  it,  that  minis¬ 
ters  should  have  jealousies  and  envyings,  who, 
from  their  cradle  till  their  public  education  is  com¬ 
pleted,  have  been  stimulated  to  action  by  princi¬ 
ples  of  pride,  rivalry,  and  ambition  ?  What  won¬ 
der  that  ministers  and  Christians  of  different  de¬ 
nominations  should  be  filled  with  envy,  instead  of 
joy  at  each  other’s  prosperity,  whose  entire  intel¬ 
lectual  culture  has  teen  goaded  on  by  the  stimu¬ 
lus  of  such  ungodly  principles  ?  What  wonder 
that  physicians,  and  poets,  and  orators,  and  law¬ 
yers,  are  agitated  with  feuds,  and  b^old  each 
other  through  foe  medium  of  green-eyed  envy? 
What  wonder  that  Bonapartean  hearts  burn  hot 
and  beat  high  under  foe  unostentatious  garb  of 
republican  simplicity,  setting  on  fire  the  course  of 
nature,  as  if  set  on  fire  of  hell  ?  How  can  we 
expect  every  where  fo  move  men  by  pride  in 
their  education,  and  have  them  meek  and  lowly 
in  heart  in  their  subsequent  action  ?  But  how 
shall  foe  evils  of  an  antichristian  education  be  re¬ 
medied  ?  They  cannot  he,  until  regeneration  has 
foimed  a  public  sentiment  which  in  education 
will  co-operate  with  foe  Gospel,  to  repress  and 
extirpate,  and  not  to  nurture,  the  most  baleful 
and  powerful  passions  of  foe  human  heart.

out  the  hindrance  of  law  or  shame,  and  there  is 
no  stopping  the  insurrection,  but  as  the  liearts  of 
men,  by  .the  grace  of  God,  shall  be  radically  Chan¬ 
el'. 

Since  the  overthrow  of  Puritan  public  senti¬ 
ment,  it  is  only  recently  that  Christian  principles 
have  been  thought  of,  as  exerting  an.y  influence 
in  national  policy.  And  the  first  indication  of 
such  intrusion  of  conscience  and  principle,  has 
been  met  with  sneers  and  contumel.v  in  the  halls 
of  national  legislation,  while  it  has  sent  alarm 
through  all  the  ranks  of  worldliness  and  sin.  An 
eternity  of  such  slow  paced  and  limited  success, 
as  has  for  centuries  past  attended  the  preaching 
of  the  Gospel,  would  leave  foe  nation  still  under 
the  dominion  of  the  powers  of  darkness. 

We  have  fallen  upon  other  times  than  foe 
church  of  God  ever  saw  before — times  in  which 
the  same  amount  of  religious  and  moral  influence 
which  once  availed  to  advance  the  cause  of 
Christ  will  not  now  enable  it  to  iiold  its  own. — 
The  intellect  of  man  has  waked  up  to  a  new  ac¬ 
tivity — has  burst  foe  chains  that  bound  it,  and 
foe  barriers  that  confined  it,  and  with  ten-fold 
means  of  influence,  is  going  forth  in  its  mighti¬ 
ness  to  agitate  society.  Old  foundations  are  bro¬ 
ken  up,  and  old  principles  and  maxims  are  un¬ 
dergoing  a  thorough  and  perilous  revision,  and 
that  ton  upon  a  mighty  scale. 

In  our  c^nial  state  we  were  few,  and  poor,  and 
feeble.  Intercourse  was  difficult  and  rare,  and 
moral  causes  insulated  and  local.  What  was  said 
in  one  colony  was  not  heard  in  another,  and  what 
was  done  in  one  state  was  not  felt  in  another. — 
But  now,  each  colony  is  a  state,  and  each  state  a 
nation,  and  intercourse  is  rapid,  and  local  causes 
tell  in  their  results  throughout  the  whole,  as  eve¬ 
ry  stroke  on  the  body  is  felt  through  ail  its  mem- 


“  It  appears  that  all  the  Presbyteries  are  more

Agxin,  “  May  the  time  never  come,  in  which 
out  ecclesiastical  courts  shall  determine,  that 
Hepkinsianism,  and  the  dtictrines  of  our  confes¬ 
sion  of  faith  are  the  same  thing.” 

All  this  was  said  in  reference  to  old  Hopkin- 
siaiisni,  for  foe  letter  was  issued  by  the  Synod 
asiembled  at  Lancaster,  in  1816.  The  latter  pa¬ 
ragraph  deserves  especial  notice,  and  when  used 
as  a  test  of  truth,  shows  conclusively  that  all  the 
old  school  men,  who  are  now  reconciled  to 
the  Hopkinsianism  of  former  da.ys,  have  commit¬ 
ted  a  serious  offence  against  pure  orthodoxy, 
Tlis  is  the  next  step  to  that  deprecated  one, 
“  wlien  ecclesiastical  courts  shall  determine  that 
(old)  Hopkinsianism  and  the  doctrines  of  our 
confession  of  faith,  are  foe  same  thing.”  It  will 
not  certainly  be  imagineil  that  the  Synod  had 
prophetic  reference  to  any  new  school  of  Hop- 
kinsinnism.  Now  it  is  to  be  particularly  marked, 
that  both  foe  editor  of  foe  Presbyterian,  and  the 
editor  of  the  Chrislian  Advocate,  (Dr.  Green,) 
declare  Hopkinsians  of  the  sentiments  condemn¬ 
ed  so  roundly  by  the  Synod,  differ  only 


tiesire  for  its  continuance.  But  when  they  come 
into  tlie  presence  of  God,  and  ask  him  to  conti¬ 
nue  his  work  among  them,  they  fully  expect  a 
denial.  Urged  on  by  conscience  and  hy  habit.

Their  prayer  is  so  cold,  formal,  and 
unbelieving,  that  it  invites  a  denial,  and  a  frown 
from  him  who  has  said,  “  I  will  yet  for  this  be  in¬ 
quired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel,  to  do  it  for 
them.”  Consequently  their  prayers  do  not  avail. 
I  believe  that  every  Christian,  who  will  analyze 
carefully  his  prayer  offered  in  this  manner,  and 


ed  so  roundly  by  the  Synod,  differ  only  on  “  mi¬ 
nor  points”  from  themselves,  i.  e.  from  the  con¬ 
fession  of  faith.  This  is  foe  step  next  to  a  de¬ 
claration  that  Hopkinsianism  and  orthodoxy  are 
the  same  thing.  But  how  horrible  an  affair  will 
that  be ! !  If  it  be  not  an  actual  departure  from 
the  faith,  it  will  surely  be  a  manifest  departure 
from  foe  truth.  If  foe  self  styled  orthodox  are 
the  interpretation  of  our  standards. 
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the  frame  of  mind  which  dictates  it ;  will  be  as¬ 
tonished  at  his  own  impiety  in  foe  very  act  of 
prayer,  and  at  foe  forbearance  of  God  manifest¬ 
ed  towards  him.

Wlien  Christians  engage  with  their  whole  soul 
in  tlie  work,  they  need  not  stand  up  and  say: 

We  are  in  favor  of  revivals,  our  hearts  are  en¬ 
listed  in  their  service.  Every  prayer  that  they 
offer ;  every  exhortation  that  foey  give ;  every 
effort  that  they  put  forth,  bespeaks  their  sincere 
devotedness.  With  equal  clearness,  do  foey  pro¬ 
claim  their  unbelief,  and  unfaithfulness,  when  the 
revival  is  declining  in  their  hearts,  and  they  have 
relinquished  the  expectation  that  it  will  continue. 

They  may  continue  their  routine  of  exertions  to 
promote  the  work.  Th^  may  have  a  show  of 
zeal  and  pierseverance.  Still  their  formality  and 
heartlcsBness  will  be  apparent  to  all  except  them¬ 
selves.  Both  saints  and  sinners  will  perceive 
that  they  do  not  expect  their  prayers  to  oe  lieard 
and  Uicir  exertions  rendered  effectual.  The  di¬ 
rect  influence  of  this,  on  Christians,  is  to  produce 
io  their  niii^  a  similar  unbelief;  and  in  their  ef¬ 
forts  s  like  inefficiency.

LETTER  FROM  FRANCE. 

The  following  pas-sages  of  a  letter  from  M.  G. 
de  Felice,  a  Protestant  Pastor  in  France,  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Bacon,  ofNew  Haven,  have  been  trans¬ 
lated  for  the  Religious  Intelligencer. 

Bolbee,  Seine  Inferieure,  July  I,  1831. 

You  ask  for  particulars  in  respect  to  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  gospel  in  France.  It  would  be  indeed 
delightful  to  Ite  able  to  tell  you  that  our  late  poli¬ 
tical  revolution  in  favor  of  liberty,  has  produced 
also  a  religious  revolution  in  favor  of  Christianity. 
But  it  must  be  acknowledged — whatever  grief 
we  may  feel  in  admitting  the  fact— that  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion  lias  gained  nothing  at  present  by  the 
new  order  of  things  ;  on  the  whole  it  has  rather 
lost  since  the  month  of  July  last.  The  reason  of 
(his  is  every  where  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Clercv

Thesickniws  of  this  servant  of  God  was  attended  with 
great  aiffering.  The  disease  itself  and  the  highly  nervous 
diaraitcr  which  it  put  on,  caused  not  only  much  bodily 
sufferiig,  but  great  mental  depression.

At  nine, 
rousing  himself  again,  be  said  "  Merry  is  triumphant.” — 
The  laA  word  died  upon  his  lips — He  gasped  for  a  few 
montenUi  and  expired.

Nobody  thinks,  or  speaks,  or  tvrites,  but 
on  politics ;  hardly  any  thing  is  read  but  what  re¬ 
lates  to  politics  ;  this  is  the  exclusive  subject  of 
attention  with  almost  all  elevated  minds.  And  if 
here  and  there  a  solitary  voice  is  raised  to  speak 
also  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  of  the  high  calling  of 
man,  that  voice  is  not  heard ;  it  is  lost  amid  the 
noise  of  factions  and  of  the  interests  of  this  world. 
Christianity  in  France,  is  like  an  orphan,  like  a 
stranger,  like  a  poor  child,  unknown  in  the  midst

As  be  was  praying,  all  on  a  sudden,  in  a  very 
^orious  and  deli^tnil  manner,  his  countenance 
became  changed,  so  that  his  face  shone  with  a 
brightness  like  that  of  the  sun,  and  even  h'ls 
whole  body  appeared  clothed  with  such  a  lustre, 
that  his  raiment  was  all  white  and  dazzling,  so 
that  it  seemed  white  as  the  snow,  and  respfend' 
eat  as  the  light  And  the  very  heavens  were

•ympatliT  Msd  Igntonw  in  our  looha,  which  they  j 
had  DtR  Wn  aoeastomed  to,  and  fading  inatine- 
fhrely  Unit  we  were  friends,  they  imoediaiely  be- 

n  to  shout  and  clap  their  bandfi.  One  or  two 

d  picked  up  a  ihw  Portuguese  wovda,  and  cried 
out,  “  Viva !  viva !”  The  womea  were  partku- 
lariy  excited.  They  all  held  up  their  arms,  and 
whoi  we  bent  down  and  abook  hands  with  them, 
they  could  not  conUtn  their  ddight;  they  endea¬ 
vored  to  scramble  upon  their  kn^  stietdiing  up 
to  kkn  our  bands,  and  we  understand  that  they 
knew  we  had  come  to  liberate  ^m.  Some, 
however,  hung  down  their  heads  in  apparently 
hopeless  d^eetkm;  some  were  greatly  emacia¬ 
ted,  and  some,  particularly  childreib  seemed  dy¬ 
ing. 

But  tbe  circumstance  which  strsek  us  most 
forcibly,  was,  how  it  was  possible  for  sucli  a  num¬ 
ber  of  human  beings  to  exist  packed  up  and 
wedgefd  together  as  tight  as  they  could  cram,  in 
low  cells,  three  feet  hijrii,  tl»e  greater  part  t>fl 
which,  except  that  knmraiately  un  je|r  the  grated 
hatchways,  was  shut  out  from  kglittur  air,  and 
this  when  the  thermometer  exposed  to  the  open 
sky,  was  standing  in  the  shade  on  out  deck,  at  89 
degrees.  The  space  between  decks  was  divided 
into  compartments,  3  feet  S  inches  high ;  the 
size  of  one  was  16  feet  by  18,  and  of  the  other 
40  by  21 ;  into  the  first  was  crammed  the  women 
and  girls;  into  the  second  the  men  and  boys; 
226  fellow  creatures  were  thus  thrust  into  one 
apace  228  feet  square,  and  836  into  another  space 
800  feet  square,  giving  to  tbe  whole  an  average 
of  23  inches,  and  to  each  of  the  woiiwjp  not  more 
tiiau  13  inches,  thougfi  many  of  then;  were  preg¬ 
nant.  We  also  found  manacles  and  fetters  of  dife 
ferent  kinds,  hut  it  np|)earsthat  they  had  all  been 
taken  off  before  we  birarded. 

“The  heat  of  these  w’rnaiHacw  ^vn8  so  great 
and  offensive,  that  it  was  quite 

iiupo^ibie  tn  enter  them  even  hail  there  heeti 
room.  They  were  measured  as  above  when 
the  slaves  had  left  them.  The  officers  insisted 
that  the  poor  suffering  creatures  should  be  ad 
mitted  on  deck  to  get  air  and  water.  This  was 
opposed  by  tlic  mate  of  tlie  slaver,  who,  from  a 
feeling  that  they  deserved  it,  declared  they  would 
murder  them  all.  The  officers  however,  per¬ 
sisted,  and  the  poor  beings  t^re  all  turned  up  to- 
getiicr.  It  IS  impossible  to  conceive  the  effect  of 
this  eruption — 517  fellow  creatures  ol  ail  ages  and 
sexes,  some  ciiildren,  some  adults,  some  old  men 
and  women, all  in  a  state  of  nudity,Rcramblingoiit 
together,  to  taste  the  luxury  of  a  little  fresh  air 
aud  water.  They  came  swarming  up  like  bees 
from  the  apcrat.ureofahive,till  the  whole  deck  was 
crowded  to  suffocation,  from  stem  to  steam  :  -so 
that  it  u'as  impossible  to  imagine  where  they 
could  nil  have  come  from,  or  how  they  could 
have  been  stowed  awav.  On  looking  into  the 
places  where  they  had  feeen  crammed,  there  were 
found  some  children  next  the  sides  of  the  ship,  in 
the  places  most  remote  from  light  and  air;  they 
were  lyfhg  nearly  in  a  torpid  state  after  the  rest 
had  turned  out.  The  little  creatures  seemed  in¬ 
different  as  to  life  or  death,  and  when  they  were 
carried  on  deck,  many  of  them  could  not  stand. 

“  After  enjoying  for  a  short  time  the  unusual 
luxury  of  air,  some  water  was  brought :  it  was 
then  that  the  extent  of  their  sufferings  was  ex¬ 
posed  in  a  fearful  manner.  They  all  rushed  like 
maniacs  totvards  iL  No  entreaties,  or  threats, 
or  blows,  could  restrain  them,  tliey  shrie¬ 
ked,  and  struggled,  and  flmght  with  each  other, 
for  a  drop  of  this  precious  liquid,  as  if  they  grew 
rabid  at  the  sight  of  it.  There  is  nothing  which 
slaves  in  the  mid-passage,  suffer  from  so  much 
as  the  want  of  water.  It  is  sometimes  usual  to 
take  out  casks  filled  with  sea-water,  as  ballast, 
and  when  the  slaves  are  received  on  board,  to 
start  the  casks  and  refill  them  with  fresh.  On 
one  occasion,  a  ship  from  Batiia,  neglecled  to 
change  the  contents  of  the  casks,  and  on  their 
mid-passage  found,  to  their  horror,  that  they 
were  filled  with  nothing  but  salt  water.  All  the 
slaves  on  board  perished !  We  could  judge  of 
the  extent  of  their  sufferings  from  the  afffictiug 
sight  we  now  saw.  Wfu*n  thp  p<»or  creatures 
were  ordered  down  acrain,  several  of  them  came 
and  pressed  their  heads  against  our  knees,  with 
looks  of  the  greatest  anguish,  at  the  prospect  of 
returning  to  tlie  horrid  place  of  suffering  below.

in  ardeat  spirit,  proacribe  it  as  an  unbwfeil  arti- 
de  of  traffic. 

Who  can  estimate  the  hatred  of  God,  of  his 
word  tad  worship,  and  of  his  people,  which  it 
occasioas ;  or  number  tbe  oaths  and  b^phemiea 
it  causes  to  he  uttered — or  the  violations  of  tbe 
Sabbath — the  impurities  and  indecencies — vio¬ 
lence  and  wrong  doing  which  it  originates  ? — 
How  many  thouaanda  does  it  detain  every  Sab¬ 
bath  day  fWim  tbe  house  of  God — cutting  them 
hff  from  the  means  of  grace,  and  hardening  them 
against  their  efficacy  ?  How  broad  is  the  road 
which  intemperance  alone  opens  to  hell,  and  how 
thronged  witli  travellers. 

Here  is  an  article  of  commerce  spread  over 
the  land,  whose  effect  is  evil  only,  and  that  con¬ 
tinually,  and  which  increases  a  hundred  fold  the 
energies  of  human  depravity,  and  the  hopeless 
victims  of  future  punishment. 

Drunkenness  is  a  sin  which  excludes  from 
heaven.  Tbe  commerce  in  ardent  spirit,  there¬ 
fore,  is  productiv'e  only  of  evil  in  lime;  fits  for 
destruction,  and  turns  into  iieli  multitudes  which 
no  man  can  number. 

1  am  aware  that  in  the  din  of  basiness,  and 
the  eager  thirst  for  gain,  the  consequences  of  our 
conduct  upon  our  views,  and  tbe  future  destiny 
of  our  lellew  men,  are  not  apt  to  be  realized,  or 
to  modify  our  course. 

But  has  not  God  connected  with  all  lawful  avo¬ 
cations,  the  welfare  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and 
of  that  which  is  to  come  ?  And  can  we  tawfullv 
amass  pro;«rty  by  ■  course  of  trade  which  fills 
tlie  land  with  prernature  mortali^,  aad  tbe  world 
of  woe  with  the  victims  of  despair?  Could  all 
the  forms  of  evil  produced  in  the  land  by  intem¬ 
perance,  come  upon  us  in  one  horrid  array,  it 
would  appal  the  nation,  and  put  an  end  to  the 
traffic  in  ardent  spirit.  If  in  every  dwelling 
built  by  blood,  the  stone  from  the  wall  should  ut¬ 
ter  all  the  cries  which  the  bloody  traffic  extorts — 
and  the  beam  out  of  the  timber  shouM  echo  them 
back — who  would  build  such  a  house  ? — and  who 
would  dwell  in  it  ?  What,  if  in  eveiy  part  of 
the  dwelling,  from  the  cellar  upward,  through  all 
the  halls  and  chambers,  babblings,  and  conten¬ 
tions,  and  voices,  and  groans,  and  shrieks,  and 
wailings,  were  heard  day  and  night!  What  if 
the  cold  blood  oozed  out,  and  stood  in  drops  upon 
the  walls ;  and,  by  preternatural  art,  all  the  ghastly 
skulls  and  bones  of  the  victims  destroyed  by  in¬ 
temperance,  should  stand  upon  the  walls  in  hor¬ 
rid  sculpture,  within  and  without  the  building 
Who  would  rear  such  a  building?  What  if  at 
even  tide,  and  at  midnight,  the  airy  forms  of  men 
destroyed  by  intemperance,  were  dimly  seen 
haunting  the  distilleries  and  stores,  where  they 
received  their  ^ne — following  the  track  of  the 
ship  engaged  in  the  commerce — walking  upon 
the  waves — flitting  athwart  the  deck — sitting  up¬ 
on  ihe  rigging — and  sending  up,  from  the  hold 
within,  and  from  the  waves  without,  groans,  and 
loud  laments,  and  wailings !  Who  would  attend 
such  stores  ?  Who  would  labor  in  such  distille¬ 
ries  ?  Who  would  navigate  such  ships  ? 

Oh !  were  the  sky  over  our  heads  one  great 
whispering  gallery,  bringing  down  about  us  all 
the  lamentation  and  wo  which  intemperance  ere 
ates,  and  the  firm  earth  one  sonorous  medium  of 
sound,  bringing  up  around  us  from  beneath,  the 
wailings  of  the  damneil,  whom  the  commerce 
in  ardent  spirit  had  sent  thither ;  these  tremen¬ 
dous  realities,  assailing  our  sense,  would  invigo¬ 
rate  our  conscience,  and  give  decision  tn  our  pur¬ 
pose  of  reformation.  But  these  evils  are  as  real, 
as  if  the  stone  did  cry  out  of  the  wall,  aad  the 
beams  answered  it — as  real,  as  if  day  and  night, 
wailings  were  heard  in  every  part  of  the  dwell¬ 
ing,  and  blood  and  skeletons  were  seen  upon 
every  wall — as  real,  as  if  the  ghostly  forms  of 
departed  victims  flitted  about  the  ship  as  she 
passed  over  the  billows,  and  sliowed  thtmselves 
nightly  about  stores  and  distilleries,  and  with  un¬ 
earthly  voices,  screamed  in  our  ears  thei’  loud 
lament.  They  are  as  real,  as  if  the  skj  over 
our  heads  collected  and  brought  down  aho»t  us, 
all  the  notes  of  sorrow  in  the  land — and  thtfirm 
earth  should  open  a  passage  for  the  wailing  of| 
despair  to  come  up  from  beneath. 

If  the  above  views  are  correct,  there  appears 
to  be  good  reason  for  the  declaration  of  the  elo¬ 
quent  author  on  another  occasion,  that  he  vould 
no  more  be  engaged  in  the  traffic  in  ardent  spi¬ 
rit,  thau  he  would  dip  his  hands  in  blood. 


SLAVERY  DEPARTMENT. 


INSIDE  OF  A  SLAVE  SHIP. 

Th«  following  tkelch  it  tfom  WnWj’g  “Noticei  of  Brm' 
*J1,’*  lately  puWithed. 

“  The  first  object  dial  struck  us,  was  an  enor 
ntous  gun,  tttrning  on  a  swivel,  oo  deck,  the  con 
sutnt  appendage  of  a  pirate;  and  the  next  were 
large  kettles  for  cooking,  on  the  bows  the  usual 
apparatus  of  a  slaver.  Our  boat  was  now  hoisted 
out,  and  I  went  on  board  witli  the  officers.— 
When  we  mounted  her  decks,  we  found  her  full 
nf^avea.  She  had  uken  in  on  the  coast  of  Africa, 
SM  males  and  226  females,  making  in  all  M2,  and 
had  been  out  seventeen  da^  during  which  alie 
had  thrown  overboard  fifty-five.  The  slaves 
were  all  enclosed  under  grated  hatchways,  be¬ 
tween  decks.  The  space  was  so  low,  that  they 
aat  between  each  other’s  legs,  and  stowed  so  clone 
tc^ther,  dmt  there  was  no  possibility  of  laying 
down,  or  at  all  changing  their  position,  by  night 
or  day.  As  they  belonged  to,  and  were  shipp^ 
on  account  of  different  individuals,  they  were  all 
branded,  like  sheep,  with  tbe  owners’  ‘marks  of 
different  forms. 

Over  the  hatchway  stood  a  ferocious  looking 
fellow,  with  a  scourge  of  many  twisted  thongs 
in  h«  hand,  who  was  the  slave  driver  of  the  ship, 
and  whenever  he  heard  the  slightest  noise  below, 
he  shook  it  over  them,  and  seemed  eager  to  ex¬ 
ercise  it.  i  was  quite  pleased  to  take  this  hate- 
ihl  Iwdge  out  of  hia  haM,  and  I  have  kept  it  ever 
since^  as  a  horrid  memorial  of  reali^,  should  I 
ever  be  disposed  to  forget  tbe  scene  1  witnessed.

EDWARDS  ON  TEMPERANCE.— NO.  X. 

T'raffie  in  Ardent  Spirit, 

In  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  dislin 
guished  writer  which  I  quoted  in  my  last,  he  goes 
on  to  say, — 

The  use  of  ardent  spirit  seems  to  l»e  a  mani 
fesl  violation  of  the  command,  “  Thou  shaft  love 
thy  neighbor  as  thyself;”  and  of  various  other 
evangelical  precepts. 

No  man  can  act  in  the  spirit  of  impartial  love 
to  his  neighbor,  who,  fiir  bis  own  personal  emo¬ 
lument,  inflicts  on  him  great  and  irreparable 
evil ;  for  love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbor. — 
Love  will  not  burn  a  neighbor’s  house,  or  poison 
liis  food,  or  blast  hi.s  reputation,  or  destroy  his 
soul.  But  the  commerce  in  ardnit  .spirit  does  all 
this  inevitably  and  often.  Property,  reputation, 
health,  life,  and  salvation,  fall  before  it. 

The  direct  infliction  of  wliat  is  done  indirectly, 
would  subject  a  man  to  the  ignominy  of  a  public 
execution.  Is  it  not  forbidden  then  hy  the  com¬ 
mand  which  requires  us  to  love  our  neighbor  as 
ourselves?  “Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them.”  Be 
willing  to  do  for  others  whatever  you  may  de¬ 
mand  of  them,  and  inflict  nothing  upon  them 
wiiich  you  would  not  be  willing  to  receive.  But 
who  is  willing  to  be  made  a  drunkard,  and  to 
have  his  property  squandered,  and  hm  family 
ruined,  for  liis  neighbor’s  emolument?  Good 
were  it  for  the  members  of  a  family  if  they  had 
never  been  born,  rather  than  to  have  all  the  evils 
visited  upon  them,  which  are  occasioned  by  the 
sale  of  ardent  spirit. 

It  is  scarcely  a  palliation  of  this  evil,  that  no 
man  is  destroyed  malicfoasly,  or  with  any  direct 
intent  to  kill,  for  the  certainty  of  evil  is  as  great 
as  if  waters  were  poisoned,  which  some  persons 
would  surely  drink,  or  as  if  a  man  should  fire  in 
the  dartrvjjon  «i’Juujian  beings,  where 

it  must  be  certain  that  death  wouia  con¬ 

sequence  tn  some. 

Can  it  be  denied  that  the  commerce  in  ardent 
spirit  makes  a  fearful  havoc  of  property,  morals, 
and  life?  Does  it  not  shed  blond  as  really  as 
the  sword,  and  more  blood  thau  is  shed  by  war? 
On  this  point,  none  are  better  witnesses  than 
(foysictans,  and'  according  to  their  testimony,  in¬ 
temperance  is  one  of  the  greatest  destroyers  of 
virtue,  health,  and  life. 

1  he  consideration  that  Uioee  to  whose  injury 
we  are  accessory  Iw  the  sale  of  ardent  spirit, 
are  destroyed  also  by  the  perversion  of  their 
own  free  agency,  and  that  the  evil  is  silent,  and 
slow  paced  in  its  march,  doubtless  subtracts,  in 
no  small  degree,  from  the  keen  sense  of  accoun¬ 
tability  and  crime,  which  would  attend  i  the  ad 
ministrafion  ol  arsenic,  or  the  taking  of  life  bv 
the  pistol,  or  the  dagger,  as  does  also  the  consi¬ 
deration,  (hataltliough  we  may  withhold  the  cup, 
yet,  from  some  other  source,  the  deleterious  po¬ 
tion  will  be  obtained. 

But  all  this  alters  the  case.  He  who  deli¬ 
berately  asnsts  his  neighlror  to  destroy  his  life, 
is  not  guiltless,  because  his  neighbor  is  a  free 
agent,  and  is  also  guilty — and  he  is  access*>ry  to 
tte  crime,  though  twenty  other  persons  might 
have  beep  ready  to  commit  the  same  sin  If  he 
had  not  done  iu  Who  would  aell  aiaeuic  to  his 
neighbor  to  destroy  himself,  bmause  be  could  ob¬ 
tain  it  elsewhere?  Who  would  seH  a  dogger  for 
^  known  purp^  of  assassination,  because,  if  j 
it  were  refused,  it  could  be  purchased  in  another 
place?  We  are  accountable  for  our  wrongdoing, 
and  iiabie  to  punishment  at  the  Itand  of  God,  ns 
rally  as  if  it  bad  been  certaia  Uiat  no  one  would 
have  done  the  deed,  if  we  did  not.

An  ar.quaintanee  of  his  had  been 
reclaimed  from  intemperance ;  hut  seeing  liii  mi¬ 
nister  drink  this  (rood  creature  of  God  moderitely, 
determined  that  he  would  not  abandon  it  al  oge- 
ther,  but  use  it  in  the  same  way ;  saying  t>  his 
appetite,  “  Thus  far,  and  no  farther  shall  thou 
go.”  He  now  lies  low  in  the  drunkard’s  g'ave ; 
his  estate  scatiered ;  his  wife  a  widow ;  his  chil¬ 
dren  orphans!

From  tho  preceding  table  it  appears,  that  more  than  ose 
half  of  the  trouble  with  which  our  churches  have  been  af¬ 
flicted  in  years  past,  has  been  connected  directly  with  the 
use  of  ardent  spirits.  But  the  table  does  not  tell  the 
whole  truth  in  regard  to  the  matter.  As  far  as  it  goes,  it 
speaks  truly  ;  but  there  has  been  a  most  pemiciouB  inmi- 
ence  exerted  upon  the  welfare  of  Zion,  by  ardent  spirits, 
concerning  which,  church  records  give  no  specific  informa¬ 
tion,  and  me  extent  of  which,  therefore,  every  one  muit 
estisnate  for  himseK  Who  can  say  how  many  offences 
have  been  committed  under  alcoholic  excitement,  where 
the  existence  of  any  such  influence  was  not  perhaps  even 
suspected  7  Who  can  tell  how  many  cases  of  discipline 
have  been  instituted,  in  all  our  churckes,  on  various 
charges  of  immorality,  where  it  was  known  Uiat  the  accu¬ 
sed  was  a  “  hard  driiikor,”  and  that  he  would  at  times 
"  take  a  little  too  much and  ye^  as  he  was  never  seen 
wholly  incap^itated  for  the  ordin^  avocations  of  life, 
the  church  said  not  a  word  about  intenperance  7  Who 
can  say  how  much  influence  a  daily,  yet  iioderatc  use  of 
spirits  has  had  in  the  way  of  leading  met  to  neglect  tho 
closet,  and  tho  family  altar,  and  the  socia  roeetiag,  a^  at 
length  the  sanctua^  7  But  some  of  the^  things  are  dis¬ 
ciplinable  offences  in  all  evangelical  chiircies ;  and  I  doubt 
not,  that  the  records  of  tbe  final  day  will  ihow  that  a  vast 
many  of  these  cases  owed  their  origin  to  Isbitnal,  though 
moderate  drinking. 

Judging  from  the  table  here  presented,  aid  from  the  ma¬ 
ny  letters  which  ^  cempiler  has  received,  most  of  which 
express  some  opinion  in  regard  to  the  indinel  influence  of 
ardent  spirits,  it  is  his  deliberate  convictioc,  that  at  least 
atven  eighUu  of  all  the  offences  requiring  iiscipline,  that 
have  occurred  in  our  churches  for  the  last  tventy  or  thirty 
years,  have  originated  directly  or  indirectly  bom  this  cause. 
Remove,  then,  this  source  of  evil — let  entre  abstinence 
universally  prevail  in  our  churches,  and  wha  a  new  state 
of  things  will  be  introduced.  Let  this  le,  and  seven 
eighths  of  all  the  discipline  hitherto  necesawy  v^l  be  su¬ 
perseded.  Let  this  be,  and  seven  eighths  eff  all  the  bit¬ 
terness,  and  strife,  and  alienation  of  affection,  which,  not 
unfrequently,  are  connected  with  church  discipline,  wrill  be 
obviated.  What  a  new  and  glorioui  aspectwUl  Zion  then 
wear.  Then  it  is,  that  ahe  will  “  put  on  h«r  strength”— 
will  exert  a  moral  power  hitherto  unknown— will  be,  what 
she  is  destined  to  be,  fair  as  the  moon,  clear  as  the  sun, 
and  terrible  as  an  army  with  banners.  Come,  blessed  day. 

But  in  estimating  tbe  evil  which  tbe  chonh  of  Chriat 
suffera  from  the  uso  of  ardent  spirits,  the  infltence  of  mo¬ 
derate  drinking  on  the  tone  of  religious  feeliag,  k  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  lubject.  Who  can  tall  h*w  much  spi¬ 
rituality  of  affection  haa  been  lost  to  the  ehureh  by  what  is 
termed  temperate  drinking?  For  mvseU|  I  know  of  no 
cause  that  has  had,  in  years  past,  lucn  a  fearfiil  agency  in 
dmng  up  the  fountains  of  holy  feeling,  and  in  rendering 
Christians,  and  Christian  ministers  too,  languid  in  their 
religioua  affections.  How  many  prayers  in  the  closet,  and 
fsmilr,  and  socia!  meeting,  and  aanctoary,  have  been  stript 
of  all  holy  fervor  by  a  m^erate  exhilarating  dram  7  How 
many  exhortations  and  sermons  have  been  reidered  life¬ 
less  by  the  same  influence  ?  How  many  also  have  been 
rendered  noi^  and  blustering  1^  the  same  means  7 

The  truth  k,  alcohol  cannot  act  sensiUy  upon  the  ner¬ 
vous  system,  without  arresting  at  once  all  tho  healthful 
t^rations  of  God’s  truth  upon  the  renovated  heart.  In 
the  animal  exhilaration  produced,  there  is  something  di 
reclly  hostile  to  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The 
soul  cannot  enjoy  God  and  heaven,  while  the  brain  is 
steeping  in  the  fiimes  of  an  intoxicating  dram.  While  tbe 
system  is  at  all  excited  by  such  an  agency,  the  heart  can¬ 
not  glow  with  holy  fervor ;  nor  can  it  be  strong  in  faith  ; 
i»r  can  it  cherish  deep  and  humiliating  views  of  personal 
sinfulness ;  nor  can  it  breathe  forth  such  prayer  as  God 
will  hear.  Surely,  that  prayer  cannot  be  otherwise  than 
offensive  to  God,  when  the  breath  that  utters  it  is  an  abo¬ 
mination  to  men. 

In  this  connection  I  am  constrained  to  advert  to  the  in 
fluence  of  the  same  cause,  as  seen  in  tbe  case  of  unre¬ 
newed  sinners.  The  effect  is  the  same,  as  tending  to  pre¬ 
vent,  or  arrest  the  operations  of  God’s  Spirit  upon  the 
heart.  The  daily  dram  drinker  cannot  be  deeply  convict¬ 
ed  of  sin,  and  truly  converted  unto  God.  I  do  believe, 
that  the  thing  is  impossible.  Let  tho  sinner  become  some¬ 
what  anxious  in  regard  to  his  future  stale,  and  while  tlius 
anxious,  let  him  take  a  glass  of  spirits,  and  in  ten  minutes 
his  anxieties  will  be  allayed — his  heart  becomes  light  as  air ; 
but  it  is  not  the  peace  that  God  gives.  It  is  animal  ex¬ 
citement  rising  above  all  apprehension  of  present  or  future 
danger.  Conscience  is  palsied,  moral  discernment  blind¬ 
ed,  and  moral  judgment  perverted.  Have  we  300,000  in¬ 
ebriates,  who,  as  such,  aro  shut  out  from  the  influences  of 
divine  truth?  We  have  thrice  300^000  moderate  drinkers, 
on  whose  hearts  the  truth  of  God  is  rendered  of  non-ef¬ 
fect  by  the  same  means.  No  one  cause  can  be  named, 
that  has  had,  in  times  past,  so  much  agency  as  this,  in  de¬ 
feating  the  well  directM  ministrations  of  God’s  truth. — 
Many  a  man  has  gone  from  his  side  board  to  tbe  sanctua¬ 
ry,  and  there  seated  himself  amid  scenes  of  melting  ten¬ 
derness,  or  those  of  overpowering  terror,  hit  soul  mean¬ 
while  floating  quite  at  ease  in  the  fumes  of  the  moderate 
dram  which  he  carried  along  with  him.  And  many  a  man 
has  retired  from  the  house  of  God,  almost,  if  not  altoge¬ 
ther  persuaded  to  become  a  Christian,  and  lost  all  bis  soli¬ 
citude  (unintentionally,  perhaps,)  amid  the  exhilarations  of 
the  social  or  private  glass.  Oh  the  religious  impressions 
that  have  been  effaced — the  deep  felt  anxieties  that  have 
been  hushed — the  half  formed  purposes  that  have  been 
suspended — tbe  foil,  solemn  vows  that  have  been  broken 
by  this  insidious  foe  of  God  and  man.

TEMPERANCE  TABLE. 

This  is  a  Tract  of  24  pp.  prepared  by  Rev.  J.  R  Bar¬ 
bour,  Newbury,  (Byfield)  Mass.  The  friends  of  Zion  are 
much  indebted  to  Mr.  Barbour,  for  this  very  valuable  pro¬ 
duction.  It  is  Ihe  result  of  much  research.  Tlic  table  is 
“  constructed  from  facts,  obtained  by  Letters  Circular  ad¬ 
dressed  to  Ministers  and  Clerks  of  Churches,  in  all  tho 
New  England  States,  and  in  the  States  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio.”  The  appalling 
facts,  presented  in  this  tract,  show  that  intemperance  has 
made,  and  still  is  making,  alarming  and  desolating  ravages 
in  the  Church  of  Christ.  While  we  make  extracts  from 
the  work,  we  hope  that  the  Tract  itself  will  find  its  way  in¬ 
to  every  Christian  family,  and  cspecklly  that  it  may  be 
read  by  every  professor,  every  demean,  and  every  Mtmt- 
ter,  that  drinks,  or  vends,  or  manufactures  ardent  spirit. 
If  such  persons  will  not  look  at  facts,  like  these,  they  arc 
-wtlTuDy  ignorant.  If  they  lonir  at  fhoso  facts,  and  still 
continue  to  drink,  vend,  and  distill  ardent  spirit,  they  are 
unJit  to  have  a  place,  much  more  an  orrics,  in  the  Ckureh 
tf  Chriat  !  Intemperate  ministers,  and  deacons,  and  pro¬ 
fessors,  are  a  curse  to  the  Church  of  God.  TVe  htve  no 
doubt  that  revivals  are  withheld,  or  that  they  suddcAly  de¬ 
cline,  in  many  churches,  because  this  aeeuraed  thing* 
Iktemperahce,  is  not  removed  from  their  members  and 
officers.  Let  die  churches  awake  and  purify  themulvos. 
Jjet  them  not  fear  to  rebuke  sin,  though  it  be  cowocted 
with  office,  talents,  property  and  influence.  Then  will  the 
Lord  visit  them  with  powerful, extensive  and  luting  revivals. 

This  table  shows,  that  out  of 800  cases  of  exconmuni- 
eation  reported  from  135  churches,  370  were  on  the  charge 
of  intemperance,  Other  charges,  in  many  cases,  were 
donbtlen  connected  with  this  ;  but  intemperance  is  pro¬ 
verbially  known  u  a  "  mother  vice  and,  m  these  cues, 
may  be  justly  so  regarded.  The  table  also  presents  24 
cues  of  exclusion  from  churdi  fellowship,  in  which  intem¬ 
perance  was  not  charged  against  the  accused.  Yet  ^y 
were  known  to  be  intemperate  aaan  after  their  exclusion. 
InumuclK  dien,  u  intemperance  is  always  of  gradual 
growth,  if  a  man  becomes  openly  addicted  to  this  vice  with¬ 
in  a  short  time  after  his  excommunication,  it  is  altogether 
a  (air  presumption,  that  he  wu  a  hard  drinker,  if  not  se- 
credy  intemperate,  at  the  time.  For  all  moral  purpose^ 
therefore,  these  cases  ought  to  be  added  to  those  exdudcd 
on  the  charge  of  intemperance.  If  this  bo  done,  we  then 
have  304  cues  of  excommnnicatioa  for  mtomperanco 
wWch  (aUs  short  of  one  half  of  the  whde  number  by  6. 

The  table  ako  presents  834  confenioiis  made  to  these 
churches,  for  various  offences  ;  in  379  of  which  interope- 
•confessed.  There  are  also  32  cases  in  which  pler- 
5?"*.  while  under  discipline,  or  are  at  present  under 
disciphne,  for  interaporaoee.  Let  u  then  suppou,  (what 
la  altogether  the  moat  charitable,)  that  thooe  now  under 
ceuure  will  Im  brought,  by  the  grace  rf  God;  to  true  re- 
penta^  ;  will  confeu  their  fault,  and  be  reatored  to 
church  p^vilegea.  Lot  us  auppooe,  also,  that  those  who 
died  whne  under  censure,  would  have  done  the  aane,  had 
they  livad.  We  have  then  32  to  he  added  to  the  number 
of  conlesaioiia  (or  mtomperance,  auddng  in  all,  41 1  eaaaa, 
which  folk  abort  of  one  half  of  whole  number  by  6.

ANTI-TEMPERANCE  SOCIETY. 

We  copy  the  following  arUde  from  tho  Chriatian  Guar¬ 
dian,  U.  Canada. 

At  a  kts  numerous  meeting  than  formerly  of 
the  Drunkards  of  Upper  Canada,  held  in  the 
Distillery,  for  the  puipose  of  forming  aa  “  Anti- 
Temperance  Society,”  Mr.  Carbuncle-nose  in  the 
chair,  and  Mr.  Love-liquor  acting  as  Secretary : 
the  following  appropriate  resolution  was  moved 
by  Mr.  Love-disease,  sec-onded  by  Mr.  Spefld- 
death,  and  adrated  without  a  dissenUng  voic^ 
Resolved,  That,  seeing  the  miserable  ^ei 
produced  by  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  arid 
ing  that  it  is  the  source  of  almo^  all  the 
dissension,  and  affliction  with  which  our  country 
abounds,  we  do  consider  it  to  be  our  duty,  in  or 
der  to  show  that  we  “  neither  fear  God,  nor  re¬ 
gard  mao,”  and  to  promote  vice  and  suppress 
virtue,  to  form  ourselves  into  an  Anti-Temper¬ 
ance  Society,  as  the  most  effectual  means  where¬ 
by  sin  and  miseiy  can  be  made  still  more  to 
abound :  wc  do,  therefore,  hereby  agree  to  form 
ourselves  into  an  Anti-Temperance  or  lotemper- 
ance  Sociely. 

The  following  Constitution  was  then  read  and 
adopted,  nem.  con. : — 

-article  1st.  This  Society  shall  be  called  “  Tlie 
Anti-Temperance  Society  of  Upper  Canada,” 
Uie  object  of  which  is  to  suppress  virtue  and  pro¬ 
mote  vice,  by  every  means  lawful  and  unlawful, 
by  precept  and  example,  at  home  and  abroad ; 
and  encourage  the  making  of  ardent  spirits,  by 
purchasing  ml  we  can,  and  stealing  it  when  short 
of  money  and  without  c-redit 
ArL  2d.  Tbe  business  of  this  Society  shall  be 
conducted  by  a  drunken  President,  a  tippling 
Vice  President,  two  never  sober  Secretaries,  and 
a  Committee  of  seven  sols,  tn  be  chosen  by  the 
meeting,  and  their  places  filled  up  as  they  die  off. 

Art.  Sd.  The  members  of  this  Society,  being 
fully  satisfied  that  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  is  the 
most  speedy  and  effectual  method  of  making  our¬ 
selves  and  our  families  miserable— of  hastening 
disease  and  death,  and  of  introducing  us  to  the 
horrors  of  hell,  do  unanimously  agree  to  drink 
ardent  spirits  in  spite  of  all  remonstrance — to 
press  them  on  our  children,  neighbors,  and  work¬ 
men,  and  to  encourage  all  to  do  likewise. 

Art.  4th.  Every  person  in  this  Province  shall  be 
considered  a  memMr  of  this  Society  who  takes 
a  “  little  drop”  daily. 

Art.  6th.  No  person  shall  be  denied  member¬ 
ship  on  account  of  his  religious  creed,  profession, 
or  character ;  but  all  shall  be  considered  mem- 
bere  who  comply  with  the  above  requisition. 

Art.  6th.  As  Temperance  Societies  arc  fast  un¬ 
dermining  our  cause,  therefore,  ail  who  do  not 
mn  such  Societies,  when  opportunity  offers,  shall 
pe*  coopidered  as  our  friends^  and  we  will  to  the

BETHEL  FLAG  SOCIETY  AT  CATSKILL. 
This  society  was  formed  last  winter,  by  about 
25  young  ladies,  and  a  few  young  gentlemen,  in 
Catskill;  all  intelligent,  re&ed,  and  amiable — 
four  of  the  females  professedly  pious.  Tfiey  held 
slated  meetings,  to  employ  their  industry,  inge¬ 
nuity  and  taste,  in  formmg  articles  to  sell,  for  the 
American  Seamen’s  Friend  Society.  During  a 
reirival  in  the  spring,  and  within  the  compass  of 
a  few  days,  every  one  of  the  remaining  members 
professed  to  embrace  the  Savior ;  and  all  the  so¬ 
ciely  are  now  members  of  the  church.  A  few 
weeks  since,  they  determined  to  have  a  Fair,  hi 
the  purpose  of  selling  the  va  rious  articles.  They 
entered  utoh  preparation  for  it,  with  their  whole 
hearts.  Day  and  night  it  seemed  to  engross  the 
first  place  in  their  thoughts.  Thursday  evening 
September  Ist,  was  the  time  amwinted.  And  by 
invitation  from  the  venerable  Dr.  Porter,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  wishes  of  several  of  the  committee, 
the  general  agent  attended  on  the  occasion.  It 
was  in  the  highest  degree  gratifying. 

The  place  for  the  fair  had  been  designated 
through  the  day,  by  a  beautiful  white  l3ethel 
flag  from  the  window.  In  the  evening,  we  were 
ushered  into  a  long  room,  tastefully  festoon^ 
with  evergreens  and  flowers,  and  brilliantly  illu¬ 
minated.  On  either  side  was  a  king  counter  or 
table.  That  on  the  left  was  filled  with  various 
articles  of  fancy,  taste,  or  ufility,  which  the  young 
ladies  had  prepared.  On  the  right  were  arran¬ 
ged  a  goodly  show  of  refreshments,  cakes,  pies, 
sweetmeets,  confectionary,  fruits,  &c.  for  sale. 
Behind,  in  becoming  but  not  gay  attire,  were 
ranged  the  fair  managers  of  the  scene,  vising 
with  each  other  in  their  attentions  to  the  passing 
customers,  and  their  assiduity  to  dispose  advan¬ 
tageously  of  articles  entrusts  to  their  care,  ft 
was  a  brautiful  scene  but  cannot  transferred 
to  ^pcr.  A  few  particulars  will  be  given. 

The  Entranee. — It  was  a  very  happy  thought, 
of  requiring  a  payment  at  the  entrance.  It  secu¬ 
red  the  admittance  of  only  those  who  would  feel 
some  interest  in  the  exhibition.  The  young  lady 
who  superintended  this  post  claimed  twelve  and 
a  half  cents  from  each  visitor,  and  gathered  about 
twenty-five  dollars. 

The  SaUor's  Home. — About  tbe  centre  of  one 
table  there  was  a  small  edifice,  bearing  on  its 
front  a  gilded  inscription,  77ie  ^Uor^s  Home. 

It  was  neatly  built,  and  surrounded  with  trees, 
shrubs  and  flowers.  Within  were  seen  a  couple 
of  well-dressed  sailors,  sitting  by  a  table,  reading 
miniature  magazines,  an  inch  and  a  half  long; 
two  other  magazines,  a  bible  and  a  hymn-book 
were  laid  on  the  table.  Oiir  contemplated  build¬ 
ing  has  thus  engaged  the  affection^f  our  friends. 

The  Magazine. — Each  Magazine  r^ntained  a 
brief  chapter  called  “  The  Christian  Mariner,” 
and  was  neatly  stitched  in  a  true-blue  cover. — 
The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  contents. 

No.  1 .  “  Wisdom  admonishes  the  mariner  to  beware  of 
lumber  in  hit  lading  ;  to  take  in  hi*  ballatt  of  understand- 
ino,  to  tecMTt  his  hold  of  reputation,  and  trim  aright  hk 
conduct  and  conversation.  He  should  be  provided  with 
the  shetl-anefcorof  hope,  and  the  eabU  of  perseverance ;  but 
never  come  to  on  the  ground  of  self-indulgence.  Daily  he 
lakes  the  observation  of  providence,  nor  ever,  (like  Jonah,) 
(Hiits  the  watch-deck  of  prayer.  He  makes  a  true  survey  of 
the  lofty  masts  of  his  desires  and  expectations,  sets  up  the 
cords  of  prudence  and  refloetkn,  minds  to  carry  the  sails  of 
humility,  and  moderation  in  the  gale  of  prosperity ;  and 
steadily  stems  the  currents  of  anger  and  dissatisfitouon  da¬ 
ring  the  storms  of  adversity.” 

[We  nmit  the  contents  of  Nos.  2.  3.  and  4.] 
The  Bethel  Canoe  was  a  little  sea-boat,  built 
of  paper,  bearing  the  Bethel  flag,  and  lull  freight¬ 
ed  with  needles,  scissors,  thread,  and  the  various 
apparatus  of  a  lady’s  work  hox,a  present  destined 
for  a  distant  friend  of  .seamen,  the  wife  of  one  of 
our  most  venerable  theological  professors. 

The  Bethel  Ship. — As  might  be  supposed,  every 
thing  was  “  Bethel”  that  night.  In  the  central 
arch  across  the  room  there  hung  a  little  ship, 
full  rigsred,  with  several  men  in  her.  She  was  so 
suspended  by  cords  that  every  breath  of  air  cau¬ 
sed  her  to  rock  and  pitch  like  a  ship  at  sea. — 
She  also  bore  the  Bethel  flag. 

The  Anchor  Thwer. — As  Bethel  operations  are 
now  introduced  into  China,  it  was  a  very  appro¬ 
priate  thought,  to  exhibit  a  Bethel  Chinese  Tow¬ 
er.  It  was  a  neat  article,  and  instead  of  the  hells 
often  hung  at  all  the  corners,  this  one  was  every 
where  hung  with  guilt  anchors. 

The  Bethel  Scales. — A  miniature  pair  of  scales 
was  seen,  over  which  was  a  Bethel  flag,  bearing 
tbe  following  inscription. 

”  A  quaotion  of  vital  importance  to  the  hardy  song  of 
ocean  is  now  in  the  scales  of  benevolence ;  let  it  be  eoa- 
didly  and  impartially  weighed,  and  a  praedeal  deckioii  be 
'iven  respecting  its  merits.” 

One  side  of  the  scales  contained  the  following  soliloquy : 
To  give,  or  not  to  give  1 — thit  is  the  question. 

Whether  it  is  nobler  in  tbe  mind,  to  please 
The  Bethel  ladies  with  my  fortune. 

Or  to  take  arms  against  these  gentle  troubles, 

And,  by  opposing,  Dec  them.  Pdgitre — mnU  freely  give 
For  once — if  that  were  all.  and  it  would  end 
The  heartache,  and  the  thousand  nameless  ills' 

That  giving  causes.  ’Tis  a  consummation 
Sincerely  to  be  wish’d.  Yet— freely  girre 
For  once — purchase  no  more — “  Ay,  there’e  the  rub,” 

The  thought  of  others  that  will  surely  come, 

When  I  have  shuffled  off  this  Bethel  call. 

Must  give  me  pause.  Yet,  wherefore  shall  I  pause  7 
Is  money  the  grand  object  of  mv  life, 

For  fear  of  what  may  come  1—Oh  no  l—FUfretly  give 
Thit  yellov)  dust,  to  shield  the  seamen  from 
The  varied  woes  and  sorrows  they  must  feel.

Time  would  fail  to  describe  all  the  devices 
which  exhausUess  female  ingenuity  had  contri¬ 
ved,  to  awaken  attention  to  the  Bethel  cause.— 
The  whole  was  managed  with  great  propriety. 
The  fears  of  some  solicitous  friends  were  quite 
disappointed.  Among  the  crowds  of  boys  and 
others  who  hung  about  the  doors  and  windows, 
there  was  not  observed  the  least  disorder  or  rude¬ 
ness,  affording  a  gratifying  proof  of  the  salutary 
influence  of  religion,  education,  and  good'  order, 
in  that  beautiful  village. 

At  the  close  of  the  evening  the  young  ladies 
had  disposed  of  most  of  their  stock ;  and  on 
coaming  their  receipts,  they  found  that  they  had 
gathered  about  a  hundred  and  seventy-five  dol¬ 
lars.  By  the  sale  of  what  remained,  and  a  lew 
donations  from  liberal  friends,  who  were  prevent¬ 
ed  from  being  present,  they  expected  to  increase 
it  to  about  two  hundred  dollars.

If  Christian  philanthropists  need  any  evidence! 
of  the  necessity  for  making  immediate  efforts  to  I 
improve  the  moral  condition  of  tbe  inhabitants 
of  the  great  Valley  of  the  Mississij^i,  such  fficts 
as  the  above  are  precisely  in  point  We  suppose 
that  the  laws  uf  Missouri  are  as  strict  against 
murder,  as  those  of  the  other  states  of  the  Union, 
but  thw  are  rendered  inoperative — a  mere  dead 
letter,  from  want  of  moral  principle  in  the  com¬ 
munity  to  cause  them  to  be  executed.  Indeed, 
laws  are  of  no  avail,  as  they  cannot  be  executed, 
where  they  award  a  punishment  not  sanctioned 
and  approved  by  the  moral  sense  of  tbe  i^abi- 
tante. 

Let  Sabbath  Schools  be  established,  and  shed 
their  hallowed  influence  throi^  ttiese  regions 
of  moral  darkness — let  the  Bine  placed  in 
every  family,  and  the  blessings  of  education 
generally  diffused,  and  we  will  venture  to  say 
that  the  dirk  and  the  rifie  will  not  so  often  b& 
the  executioners  of  pri'vate  revenge. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  in  this  great  val¬ 
ley,  the  Catholic  religion  first  took  root,  and  now 
holds  in  bondage  the  minds  of  roost  of  its  inha¬ 
bitants.  Where  is  its  purifying  influence  ?  Why 
is  murder  a  matter  of  such  frequent  occurrence 
there,  and  why  does  the  murderer  go  at  large, 
bidding  defiance  to  the  arm  of  the  civil  power  ? 
Was  it  ever  thus  in  New  EIngland  ?

BSVENCE  or  THE  FBENCH  CLEBOT. 

It  has  been  generally  supposed  that  the  sum 
allowed  by  government  constitutes  the  only  re¬ 
venue  of  the  French  clergy.  It  appears,  how¬ 
ever,  by  a  late  statement  in  the  Messager  des 
Chambers,  that  they  have  other  sources  of  reve¬ 
nue  amounting  to  nearly  as  much  as  the  sum  vo¬ 
ted  by  the  Chambers.  In  1829  the  sum  allotted 
to  their  simport  by  the  Budget  was  31,752,121 
francs.  The  estimate  given  of  the  amount  of  in¬ 
come  from  other  sources,  throughout  the  king¬ 
dom,  is  as  folhiws :

We  are  told  that  there  are  other  pecuniary 
emoluments  not  included  in  the  above  estimate, 
which  renders  the  whole  income  of  the  French 
clergy  not  less  than  60,000,000  francs.  This 
will  give  an  average  salary  of  1,8<N>  francs  (about 
$316)  to  each  individual. — Christian  Register.
